Mr Evans’ = resignation came 
within 24 hours of a slashing at- 
teck on him by the, National 
Farmers Untons of Enginnd nnd 
Wales, Scotinnd and Northern 
Irelund, whlch accused him of 
making “a deliberate attempt to 
drive a wedge between town 

d country.” 

This was the second timo In a 

few days that Mr Evans had 
angered the farmers. They took 
Issue yesterday with a statement 
which he made at a press con- 
{crence on Friday, that “no 
other nation  feather-beds {ts 
agriculture lke Britain.” 
. He expressed that whether 
subsidies to farmers. had not 
teached o level which neither 
consumer nor taxpayer could 
afford. 

The Unions aceused him of 
prematurely disclosing fntmers’ 
income figures ond of selecting 
“Just those statistics which sup- 
ported his fallacfous argument" 
that farmers might be getting 
“too much security," 

The Parliamentary Secretary, 
who ranks os a junfor Minister,
